been  made,  or  in  excess  of  any  appropriation  or  al- 
lotment made  to  it,  except  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing judgements  rendered  against  the  town  or  school 
district  or  said  village  district,  provided,  however, 
that  in  case  of  sudden  and  unexpected  emergency 
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the  selectmen  or  village  coiiiniissioners  on  apjjlica- 
tion  to  the  tax  coniniission  and  the  school  board 
on  ajjplication  to  the  state  board  ot  education, 
after  hearing,  may  be  given  a  certificate  ot  emer- 
gency authorizing  them  to  make  such  expend- 
iture or  inciu"  such  liability,  provided  that  no 
changes  occur  which  make  it  unnecessary  to  use 
such  certificate  of  emergency  shall  be  granted  lui- 
less  the  budget  connnittee  of  tlie  town  has  ap- 
proved the  expenditure.  In  cases  arising  during 
tlie  \eai  following  the  annual  meeting  where 
changes  occin-  which  make  it  unnecessary  to  use 
tiie  amoimt  appropriated  for  a  specific  pm- 
pose,  an  unexpended  balance  may  be  transferred 
by  the  board  of  selectmen  or  the  school  board  or 
the  \illage  commissioners  of  such  village  district 
from  one  appro})riation  to  another,  provided  the 
total  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  does  not 
exceed  the  total  amount  appropriated  at  the  town, 
school  or  village  district  meetings  for  all  purposes." 

It  is  noted,  therefore,  that  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  5  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act  (1) 
expenditures  exceeded  total  budgetary  appropriations  and 
(2)  no  application  ^\as  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  the  Tax  Conniiission  for  authority  to  exceed  apjjropri- 
ations. 

Sewer  Construction  Finid: 

The  sewer  construction  fund  was  started  in  1950 
A\ith  an  aijprojM-iation  of  SI, 000. 00  to  which  has  been  added 
similar  a]:>propriations  made  in  1951  and  1952.  The  un- 
expended balance  in  this  fund  of  $3,000.00,  as  of  December 
31,  1952.  is  shown  as  an  appropriation  liability  in  the  Bal- 
ance Sheet   (Exhibit  A)  .  Although  not  actually  established 
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as  a  capital  reserve  lund,  it  is  recommended  that  the  amount 
of  this  fund  be  taken  from  the  general  fund  of  the  Town 
and  turned  over  to  the  custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds.  Additions  to  the  fimd  should  be  treated  in  a  sim- 
ilar manner.  The  fund  could  then  be  placed  on  de[)osit  in 
a  savings  bank  where  it  would  bear  interest. 

Tax  Collector's  .\ccounts: 

The  Tax  Collector  did  not  provide  the  auditors, 
at  the  time  of  audit,  with  a  list  of  uncollected  taxes  as  of 
December  ,^1,  1952  as  required  by  law. 

It  was  noted  that  collections  made  on  the  last 
days  of  1952  were  not  entered  in  the  Collector's  Casli  Book 
and  Warrants  until  January  1953.  These  items  which  are 
included  in  the  uncollected  taxes  as  of  December  31,  1952, 
should  have  been  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  as  1952  ac- 
counts. 

In  this  connection  the  Town  Treasurer's  books 
should  be  held  o))cn  foi  a  few  days  after  December  31st  in 
order  that  they  may  include  all  remittances  from  the  Tax 
Collector  or  any  other  fiscal  officer  of  the  town  on  account 
of  funds  received  on  or  before  the  close  of  business  on  the 
last  day  of  the  fiscal  year. 

ToAvn  Treasuier's  Surety  Bond: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  funds  handled  l)y  the 
Town  Treasurer  in  1952  totaled  S94,000.00,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  surety  bond  of  the  Treasurer  be  increased 
from  55,000.00  to  $7,500.00  in  1953. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its 
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essential    leatures  shall    be  ])ublishecl   in    the   next   annual 
to\vn  repcMt.

Since  the  hurricane,  nearly  900, 000  acres  ol  slash  have 
been  added  to  our  already  si/eable  slash  problem.  11  ^ve  are 
to  avoid  unnecessary  troid^le  with  fire  in  our  woodland  areas 
everyone  must  cooperate — we  must  have  team  work.  The 
remedy  is  simple — 

YOU  and  YOl^  and  You  and  You 
MUST  secine  the  required  permit  from  your  hjcal 

forest  fire  warden  before  burning. 
MUST   use   necessary   precautions   while   binning 

or  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands. 
MUST   not   tlirow    lighted   cigars,    cigarettes    and 
matches  from  vehicles  moving  along  highways. 

Otherwise  YOU  might  well  contribute  to  a  costly  and 
damaging  fire.  And  don't  forget  that  fire  might  destroy 
your  own  property! 

REMEMBER  ~  Only  YOU  and  YOU  and  YOU  can 
prevent  fire!

It  is  my  [)rivilege  to  siibiiiit  mv  sixth  annual  report  of 
the  pul)lic  schools  of  Allenstown.  May  I  take  this  oppor- 
tiniit\  to  thank  yoti  for  your  luiderstanding  in  conducting 
the  affaiis  and  sohing  the  problems  of  the  school  district. 

Your  teaching  staff  remained  constant  during  the  past 
\ear  —  September  1951  to  |ime  1952.  Mr.  Fit/gerald  in 
Ciiades  (■)  -  7  -  8  and  the  Principal;  Miss  O'Malley  in  Grades 
3  -  4  -  5;  and  Miss  Bernard  in  Grades  1  -  2  and  music.  These 
teacliers  completed  a  creditable  year  and  have  continued 
in  the  same  manner  since  the  opening  of  school  in  Septem- 
I)er  1952. 

The  school  enrollment  has  remained  fairly  constant  for 
the  ]iast  foiu"  years.  For  the  sake  of  comparison  the  follow- 
ing chua  is  compiled  from  the  records  for  your  study  and 
thotight.

The  chart  showing  the  total  enrollments  will  be  greater 
each  year  dian  the  Average  Daily  Attendance  each  year,  but 
in  estimating  a  cost  per  pupil  on  the  basis  of  expending 
monev  for  tuition  jnnposes.  the  total  enrollment  must  be 
figined. 

With  the  present  set-up  in  the  town  or  its  vicinity 
especially  with  the  remo\  al  of  the  Textron  business,  reduc- 
tion in  work  hours  is  very  important  to  the  overall  costs  in 
government  and  the  schools.  Therefore,  it  might  be  perti- 
nent to  the  situation  to  review  briefly  these  school  costs  and 
perhaps  a  solution  is  in  order  until  conditions  have  changed. 

Suppose  h)r  the  sake  of  discussion  the  Town  of  Aliens- 
town  should  decide  to  send  their  public  school  children 
to  the  Pembroke  Elementary  School,  providing,  of  course, 
that  the  Town  or  School  Board  would  accept  them,  at  a 
cost  of  from  S2()0  to  S250  per  pupil. 
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XoAv,  let  us  take  the  niaxiiiuim  numbei  oi  pupils  ior 
the  jjast  six  years  in  the  largest  year  troni  the  enrollment 
chart  (1950-51,  61  pupils)  at  the  maximum  cost  ot  ."$250 
j)er  pupil;  this  amount  Avoukl  total  SI 5,250.  If  you  will 
consult  the  Cost  Chart  above  )ou  A\ill  find  that  there  is 
not  a  year  in  the  last  six,  except  1947-48,  in  which  the  cost 
of  j:)ublic  school  in  Allenstown  was  less  than  $15,000. 
Exeu  deducting  tuition  costs  in  the  high  school,  it  would 
be  more  economical  to  send  the  Allenstown  children  to 
the  Pembroke  Elementary  School  or  at  least  inuil  business 
conditi(jns  Avarranted  an  inde])endent  plant  and  indepen- 
dent classrooms. 

It  is  a  situation  that  shoidd  be  brought  to  the  attention, 
not  only  of  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  but  also  of 
the  loAvn.  It  is  also  a  situation  that  shoidd  be  studied  care- 
fidh  and  checked  in  all  its  phases,  esjiecially  where  it 
invokes  the  District  of  Pembroke. 

If  you  Avill  check  the  budget  for  the  next  school  year 
you  Avill  note  that  the  only  increases  which  Avill  make  any 
ajjpreciable  difference  in  the  total  amount  are  tuitions 
and  trans})ortation.  These  items  have  been  increased 
$500  and  S'lOO  respectively  and,  as  you  can  readily  luider- 
stand,  are  beyond  the  control  of  the  School  Board.  This 
makes  the  total  increase,  then,  only  S800.  However,  -we 
were  able  to  decrease  the  item  of  Retirement  SlOO  due  to 
a  slight  reduction  in  the  percentage  recjuired  by  the 
Teachers'  Retirement  Board.  Iherefore,  from  the  overall 
|)i(ture,  the  budget  for  195-')-54  calls  for  only  .$700  more 
than  the  present  sehool  year.  This  is  a  feat  in  itself  when 
most  costs  are  increasing. 

1  cannot  refrain  from  connnending  voiu"  building 
custodian  as  well  as  members  of  the  School  Board  for  their 
pride   and   interest   in    the   ujjkeep   and   cleanliness   of   the 
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building.  Every  year  tliis  group  ol  men  make  some  im- 
provement lor  the  protection  and  maintenance  oI  the  school 
plant.  The  major  repairs  which  needed  immediate  atten- 
tion this  year  were  the  items  connected  with  the  laying  of  a 
new  water  pipe.  Alter  30  or  40  years  items  ol  this  nature 
really  need  attention  and  your  Board  has  met  this  obliga- 
tion. Smaller  items  of  painting  and  repairing  were  com- 
jileted  and  school  opened  as  usual  in  excellent  condition. 

Once  again  may  I  call  your  attention  to  the  trends  in 
modern  education,  especially  in  the  matter  of  increased 
space  in  the  classroom.  Without  new  construction  or  any 
major  changes,  this  increased  space  would  become  a 
reality  by  the  exj^enditure  of  about  ,S400  each  year  for 
the  next  three  years  for  movable  desks  and  chairs.  By 
this  improvement  it  would  allow  more  freedom  of  action 
for  your  children  and  teachers.  It  ^vould  greatly  increase 
the  classroom  activity  and  aid  innneasurably  the  learning 
process  and  individual  growth  which  are,  at  the  present 
time,  handicapped  by  tradition  and  outmoded  equipment. 
Please  give  this  matter  some  study  and  thought. 

May  1  thank  you  again  for  your  understanding  and 
honesty  in  conducting  the  affairs  and  problems  of  the 
district  on  such  a  high  plane  and  the  children,  teachers, 
and  citizens  \vho  have  made  this  year  a  very  profitable 
and  progiessive  one.
